Two little children on
board the infected vessels were stricken with
the dread disease, and they will probably
die.

“eipally freight carriers, but none of them
bore the signs or the effects of the plague.
Noone can eay to what extent the cholera
will spread on boar® the detained wvessels,
and whut the next vessel from a European
port will bring is equally uncertain, After
& bard dey’s work in the Lower Day, Dr.
Jenkios returned to Quarantine at 9 o'clock
snd reported these four deaths: Emma
llorn, § years old, died this morning on the
Normannia, after an illness of five days;
Heinrich Lammers, 47 years old, one of the
steerage stewards of the Normannia, died
this morning after one day's illness; Abra-
ham Sneidecker, 8 years, taken sick on
the Moravia thns morning, died during the
transfer to Swinburne Island shortly after
noo. , Artoplo Harls, 17 years old, taken
sick yesterdsy on board the Rogia, died at 6
o'clock tnis morning. After the brief sum-
ming of the events of the day, Dr. Jenkins
paid:

The State of
New York bad touched st Hoffman Island
on her way to the Normaonia. After drop-
ping down among the three ships she
started for the oity.

The eabin passengers of the Normannia
were even less cheerful yesterday than they
were on Saturdny. Theyare becoming very
impatient and are anxions to land. A Drs-
PATCH reporter on a tug asked a passenger
from hailing distance whether there had
been any deaths on board. The answer, as
it could be understood, was: “No; but we
are all mighty tired of staying here.”

Cabin People Not In Good Humor.

When the steerage passengers were being
transferred . the eabin passengers gathered
on the upper deck and watched the pro-
cesdings with interest, occasionally sug-
gesting that greater haste would meet with
much favor.

PASSENGERS IN A PANIC

The Horror of Thelr Situation on the Nor-
mannia Only Dawned Upon Them Yes-
terday—Thres Other Stesmahips Arrive,
but All in Good Health,

[BY ASSOCTATED PRESS.]

New Yong, Bept. 4 —The cabin passen-
gers of the steamer Normannia have been
transferred to Hoffman Island. The panic
amoug them to-day is described by eye-wit-
nesses a8 something frightful. They cried out
sgainst being confined in & pestship, and
the ladies on board of the vessel were in a
state of the greatest terror. Their fears
were relieved to a certain extent, howevar,
by their removyal to Hoffman Island., The
Commissioners describe the terror prevail-
ing among the passengers as of a beart-
rending chaaroter.

There were some doubts among the eabin
Emngtn as to the presence of the dread

isease on board of the steamer, but the
deaths and new cases which occurred to-day
have brought terror to the bravest hearts on
board of the iofected vessels. All now
fully recognize that the grim specter of
cholera is really in their midst.

The Mails Thorenghly Disinfected.

The mails from the Normannis, which
were brought up to the postoffice late last
night, have been distributed, and those for
inland points sent on their way. The post-
oflice officials say the mail matter was
thoronghly disinfected before being brought
up to the city, and as the bags were thére
it was possible to do this eflectively with-
out breaking the seals

Three large steamships with immigrants
on bonrd arrived here to-day from Europe,
but there was no evidence of cholera
among the passengers. They were the
North German Llvyd steamer Fulda, from
Genoa, August 24, with 508 immigrants;
the North German Lloyd steamshi
Darmstadt, from Bremen, August 24, wi
380 immigrants, and the French steamshi
La Bourgogne, from Havre, August 9?‘:
with 840 immigranis, The health officers
boarded the stesmers at Quarantine, where
they were detained, and after making a
careful examioation reported that all on
board were well

The sculptor, Signor Gretano Russo, was
among the passengers on board of the
steamer Fulda Prof. Husso was among
the pessengers brought to the city. The
famous sculptor of the Columbas statue was
londly cheered by his anthusiastic admirers
smong the Monument Committee assembled
on the quarantine pier.

Where Money Doosn't Talk,

The cabin sengers on the Normannia
begged ithe Health Commissioners on the
tug which came slongside to take them off,
and said they ecould get §3,000 together in a
minute if it could get them ashore,

There cannot be any doubt of the virnlent
nnture of the disease. Heinrich Lamme
who died to-day, was only taken ill this
morving. Antonio Herla, on board the
Rugia, was also only sick for about 20 hours
The Inst remaining child of the Horn family,
an jnfant of a few months old, is not ex-
pected to live through the night

The stories of the danger at South Beach
and Coney Island from refuse being thrown
over| were without foundation, as ail
the refuse was cremated and disinfected
with bichloride or sulphuric acid.

20 DAYS AT DETROIT.

The City Health Officer 1s in Line Wilh the
Government (oarantine,

DrTROIT, Sept. 4.—Dr. Duffield, in his
capacity as Health Officer of Detroit, and
backed by the suthority of the United
Btates, has decided to establish s 20-days’
quarantine st Detroit. The decision was
mude after reading a telegram from Quebes,
giving the report of the International
Health Commission unpon the Canadian
quarantine station st Grosse Isle. As soon
as this order is enforeed, immigration be-
tween Montreal, Quebee and Detroit must
ecase. The railway men bave declared that
they will not stiempt to bring any immi-
grants from Montreal after t order is
made,

When Secreiary Foster was telegraphed
to in regard to the 20 days’ quarantine cir-
cular, Assistant Secretary Spauniding tele-
graphed back that while it did not apply to
railways, yet it is the duty of the eustoms
offioers to detain all mnmigrants “until the
health nothorities are sstisfied that their
admission would not introduce cholera ™
It appears that the city bas the right under
geveral police powers granted it to prevent
anyone paussing through the city who is
lisbie to injure the healih of the eity.

THE DELAWARE GUARDED.

A Strict Qoarantine at the Breakwater—
No fhips to Be Allowsd to Enter at
Will—A Cholera Camp Established—
The First Vietim.

DELAWARE BREAKWATER, Sepk 4—
For tha first time in s number of years the
national flag flosted from the quarantine
station here to-day. It was a notification to
all incoming vessels that the Federal Gov-
ernment had established quarantine.

tion. Findingallin good health as re-
ported b surgeon the steamer’s
captain Orr would allow him
to proceea up the Delaware river. He was

antine here,

Dr, Orr says that any incoming vessel
from any infected cholera port, no matter
whether or not she shows & clean bill of
heslth, will be detained here until all
danger of the plague bresking out is past.
As another rrecmlionlry measure Dr. Orr
will haye all arriving vessels from cholera
ports discharge their supply of drinki
water here and take on water p
here in its place,

Preparations to meet cholera on any in-
coming vessel have been made by the estab-
lishment of a cholera camyp. The camp is a
short distance from the beach and is pro-
tected by sand hills. It conslsts of a street

WIVES AND DAUGHTERS

Of Cabinet Officers on Thelr Way From
Liverpool May Be Quarantined.

Wasnmvcrox, Sept. 4. — Secretary
Charles Foster left the city this afternoon
for New York to meet his wife and daugh-
ter, who are expected to arrive there soon
on the steamer City of New York, from
Liverpool. They are sccompanied by
the daughter of Secretary Rusk. Dr, John
B. Hamilton, of the Marine Hospital Ser-
vice, who was ordered to Washington lor
consultation in regard to the adoption of
measures for the prevention of the intro-
duction of cholera into the United States,
sccompanied the Secretary.

w Secretary Foster and Dr. Hamil-
ton are in New York they will look to the
precantions to prevent the introduetion
of cholers, and will confer with the
State heslth officials on the subjeet.
The field of duty to which Dr. Hamilton
will be assigned has not, it is said, yet been
finally determined upon. The officials of
the Treasury and of the Marine Hospital
service bad a quiet day to-day in compari-
son with those of the past week,

FAVORITISM SHOWN.

Mra Jnmes Brown-Fotier Allowed to Land
nt Poston—Some Kicking.

BostoN, Sept. 4.—The Scythia, after
being fumigated, was released from quaran-
tine to-day, and arnved at herdockat 6 p.
.  Of the steamer’s passengers Nirs, James
Brown-Potter was the only one who was
allowed to land, she being taken off at
quarantine at 3 o'clock by a tug that
went down the harbor ‘especially for
that purpose. The other passengers were
hmuiht up from quarantine by the police
boat Vigilant at 8 o'clock to-night. They
were put on board the Scythls, where they
will be detained until to-morrow.

The intermediate passengers Dbitterly
complain of their treatment at quarantine,
They claim that the fumigation was im-
properly done, the stesm ruining their
clothing. They say that when their clothes
were from them they were given
blankets to wrap about them, and that
these blankets were filled with vermin.

TALES WITH THE DOCTOBS.

The following are the latest cholera bulle-
tins from Europe:

NarLes—A lady who hed just arrived at
the Island of Caprifrom Hamburg, died
there to-day from what, it is feared, is
Asiatio cholern. The case is being eare-
fully investigated by the authorities, and
every precaution will be taken to prevent s
spread of the disease in fhe event of the
suspicions of the officials proving correct.

CariSTIANSUND—One sailor died here
to-day of cholera. No further cases of the
disease have been reported.

DieprE—The mayor of this place on the
adviee of the medical authorities, announces
that the repors that two deaths from chol-
era bad ocourred here, is unirue.

CoNxstaNTINOPLE—The Sanitary Board
has acoepted the compromise suggested by
the Sultan of imposing a three dave’ quar-
antine on arrivals irom Western Europe.

STEAMERS FROM ENGLAND

Carrying Steernge Yassongers From Infec-
ted German FPorts to America Al
Looked Into by American Consnls—
Loeal Authorities Taking Fracantions—
All Well at Foathnmpton,

Loxpox, Sept, 4—So0 fur as known,
there are no cases of cholera at Southamp-
ton, where the most precautions are now
taken. The stesmer Hansa, which brought
mails and baggage from Hamburg for the
steamer Columbia, sailing from Southamp-
ton last night for New York, was ordered to
stop ontside port, where her bilge water was
emptied and the ship thoroughly disin-
facted.

from Bremen for New York, arrived at
Southampton to-day. Those of her passen-
gers destined for Southampton were mi-
nutely inspected before being allowed to dis-
embark. The Aller then took aboard the
passengers awaiting her at Southampton
and proceeded.

The Guion line steamer Alaska, which
gniled from Queenstown to-day for New
York, carried 313 saloon passengers, 161
second enbin passengers and a erew of 251
men, The Cunard line steamer Aurania
algo sailed henee to-day for New York. She
has on bonrd 408 saloon passengers, 165
eabin passengers and a crew of 251 men. All
ahoard both steamers were in the best of
health. The American Consul visited the
two vessels snd issued u clesn bill of health
to each.

The authorities at Queenstown are exer-
cising the greatest precautions, as is in-
stanced in the case of the steamer City of
Rotterdam, which is expected to arrive to-
night at Cork from Hamburg. The author-
ities there have sent out a tug to intercept
the steamer off the port and send her to
Belfast, whither the bulk of her cargois
consigned. It is intended to have her pro-
eeed thence to Dublin, where that portion
of her cargodestined for Cork can be dis-
charged and sent by train here.

SPREADING IN RUSSIA,

Another Large Town Is Added to the List
of Cholera Conguests.

ST. PETERSBURG, BSept. 4—The statis-
tios of the cholers epidemie in this coantry
show that throughout the whole of RRussia
on Thursday there were 6,673 new cases of
the disease reported and 2,714 deaths from
the pestilence. In this city yesterday 120
new cases and 31 deaths occurred. These
81 deaths, however, only comprise the mor-
tality given in the hospital returns, Dur-
ing the last few days the number of unreg-
istered new cases and denths, which are
chiefly confined to the well-to-do class, has
increased—especially on the islands in the
Neva river.

Private dispatches received here report
that 12 deaths from cholers have occurred
in Riga, and that the disease has also made
its appearance in Kieff, which, up to to-day,
bas gcen spared & visitation. Up to Satur-
day 47 new cases and eight deaths were ra-

The Quaker Poot Nenring the End—Doc-
toras Fear the Worst—He Cannot Swal-
low or Artloulate—Friends Around the
Bick Bed Recoguized.

John G. Whittier is Iying eritleally ill at
the home of Miss Gove, in Hampton Falls,
and his conditlon is such that the gravest
apprehensions are entertained of his
rallying. Mr. Whittier has spent the
last seven weeks in this town and
has very often remarked on his improved
health and how very muoch enjoyment he
has received from all the pleasant surround-
ings amid which he has found himself.

The City’s Culpability for the
Spread of the Plague
Too Manifest. .

EVERY TOWN IN GERMANY

Now Expects to Be Visited by the
Cholera fo Some Extent.

The Young Emperor Enraged at the
Incapacity of Hamburg's Officials—
Incorporation of the Anclent Free
Post Threatened —Not the First Time
the City Has Been Poorly Governed—
Cool Weather Checks the Spread of
the Pestilence—The Epidemic Thought
to Have Done Its Worst in Hamburg,
at Any Rate Acting Consul Burks at
Hamburg Explains Why He Issued a
Clean Bill of Health for the Moravia.

{BY CABLE TO THR DISPATCIL]

Berniy, Sept. 4 —Sedan Day, ths anni-
versary of the surrender of Napoleon IIL,
was celebrated throughout the Empire, ex-
cepting Hamburg and Altona, with unob-
trusive, but fervid patriotism. In the two
cities which are under the shadow of the
plague the observance of the day was lim-
ited to church services at which prayers
were offered that the people might be
spared further suffering from thd cholers,

Each city was likea great deadhouse
while the services were in progress. There
was no display of flags, no music and no
patriotic gatherings. In most other cities
the streets were decorated, and at night
meetings were addressed by oratorieal
patriota

The meetings were smailer and less
demonstrative than usual, but the speeches
showed no abatement of loyalty to the
Crown. All the principal dallies of the
empire contained Sedan letters, which ex-
horted the people to stand fast in their de-
termination to retain every jot and tittle
of the rights won by them 22 years ago.

A Roast for the Clty Government,

The sensation of the last week has been
the revelatidn of the criminal inefficiency
of the Hamburg ecity government in its
treatment of the plague. Ileports from the
city nine to ten days ago conveyed the in-
formation thet the municipal author-
ities were acting with intelligence and en-
ergy, and numerous details of administra-
tion were cited in corroboration. These re-
ports were inspired by the city officials.

When the Imperial Health Office in Ber-
lin took charge of the cholera statistics and
esiablished communication with its own
agents in the stricken eity the enlpability
of the Hamburg government was revealed.
Prof, Koch has told the Emperor that
cholera appeared and was recognized in
Hamburg two weeks before any warning
was given, and thus the ecity was kept in
eondition to intect the world. The effect of
this policy 1o Germaay, Prof. Koch said,
would be that bardly a city or viliage in
Germany would eseape n more or less seri-
ous outbreak of the disease.

Tha Emperor ina Eagna,

In official cireles the Emperor is said to
have been so enraged by the reports of
official incapacity in Hamburg that he seat
to the Senate a stinging rescript, which,
when published, will cause a shaking-up of
the dry municipal bones of the old free
port. By implication the reseript threatens
the ancient privileges of the city and shows
the intention of the central government to
fncorporate the free town and State of
Hamburg in the imperial municipal system
ss a means of protection agalnst che
stupidity of loeal officialdom.

This is not the first time that Hambur
has shown its complete incapacity for seli-
government, The mumicipal police, for in-
stance, are a standing monument to the
folly of its administrators. They have been
tor years the most incompetent foree in
Germany, They have traced hardly a
quarter of the burglaries or murderous as-
saults to their sources, and it has long been
& common report among the eriminals of the
empire that in Hamburg they might prac-
tice with impunity.

FPolice Langhed at by Thieves.

The police are the laughing stock of the

organized gaops who infest Hamburg, even

seaports, and the respectable people of the
eil,tpo have been obliged to turn to private
watchmen for protection. The ave
Hamburg policeman is represented here in
Berlin asa bully and blackmailer. Since
the outbresk of the atidelme the Hamburg
police have shown the utmost eowardice,
refusing often to handle cholera patients,
and leaving the worst infected distriets
almost entirely at the merey ot smneak
thieves and highwaymen. In the suburbs,
crimes are commitled daily and nightly
with impunity, ns the employes of the
police department will not investigate enses
whére there is danger of infection.

All'these facts have been set forth in the
report fo the Emperor from Hamburg dor-
g th week, and bave been forced
more sdongly perhaps on his personal at-
tentior by the incidental rumor that a eace
of chelera, traceable to intection at Ham-
burg, K been discovered in the official
resideige of Prinee Henry in Kiel. This

rumor was ciroulated more thoroughly yes-
terdas, but as vet has not been verified, al-
tl‘wug‘h it is known that in the eity of Kiel
several oases of cholera bave been dis-

covered
Po frieally n Mixed Evil.

The appearance of the epidemic in Berlin
hearded by the soelal Demoernts snd
cals as ouly a mixed evil from theiwr
poipt of view, The cholera fright has done

good in directing general astention to
pestilential wretchedness of the work-
men’s tenements in the eastern and
hern distriets. The sanitary couditions
ese districts are lprulliug--nlleys flow-
with stoff that llwnhd he Ln the lr-ursu
cess) whers they pollute the air
thoxdl: and build]n’gs with hardly a
le sanitary improvement during the
Inst\zeneration.

Military Maneuvers ln Danger.

The prospect of the antumn army maneu-

people at large. e ring of troops
from towns where uholeg:’i:u appeared and
their exposure to the fatigue of sham battles
and the impurities of local water supplies
are believed to be full of peril as long ns the
country is threatened with a cholera
epidemie.

Frayers to Be Oftered Up,

The sanitary police posts are kept open
in the night as well as in the day. The
Empress subseribed £30 toward the cost
of their maintenance. Arrangements have
been made for membera of the fire brigade
to assist in ambulance work. A site has
been chosen for a cholera barracks and 1,000
beds have been ordered.

Prof. Rosenbach, of Breslan, recommends
a subcutaneous jection of opium in the
cases of cholera patients to whom it is im-
possible to ldmﬁisler medicine owing to
vomiting. All the health resorts in the
Black Forest have decided to exclude per-
sons coming from the infected districts

The city authorities of Hamburg have pro-
hibited the hawking of truit, and are pre-

CONSUL BURKE EXPLAINS,

The Fact That Cholera Existed In Hambarg
Was Kept From Him—Other Consuls
Mialed—Clean Bills of Health Refased
Wnen He Ascertalned the Facts,

HAMBURG, Bept 4.—{Copyright. |—Aet-
ing Consul Charles IL Burke is not to
blame for giving the Moravia & clean bill of
health when she sailed from Hamburg on

August 17. He explained the matter as

follows o THE DISPATCH reporter to-day:

Tigp Moravia received her bill of health
on aftérnoon of Anguss 16, and safled on
the morning of the ITth. According to the
rules of the State Department, I granted the
bitls upon her agents presenting the regular
certificate, which is made out in French,
German and English, ana {s Issued by the
EBenate of Hamburg, asserting that in Ham-
buryg, ita port, and among its shipping, good
health prevailed and no contagious disense
whatever existed in form of an epidemie,
This certificate is invariably authenticated
by consuls simg:l as 4 notarinl guarantes
for the seal an s{znuturo of she Secretary
of the Senate,

Late in tbe afternoon of August 22 1 beard
the vyaguest rumor that a case of Asiatio
cholera had been discovered in Hamburg,
and 1 ar onee went to Senator Wachmann,
who is chief of police, and naked him if the
rumor was truo. He replied that it was not
The next noon o was not ut the restaurant
where we usually lunched together, mnd I
was informed that he was in couference
with the Board of Health. I went there and
waited until he eame out, when he informed
me that Medical Inspector Krous had just
informed the board that there was Asistic
cholera in the port.

Iatonce cabied to the State Department
in Washington: “Cholers officinlly re-
ported in Hamb " I then went to the
consulate and found bills of benith for three
steamships, one of them the Awmnlfl, of the
Union line, bound for New York awaiting
my signature. I destroyed them and gave
erders that no further bills should be
fssued. There were four more applications
that atternoon, ull of which I rerused,

On Angust 2 the Senate of Hamburg, two
days after the official mnnouncement of
cholera, granted the usual certificuts I have
referred to, saying that in Hamburg, its
port and shipping good healsh prevalled
und thit no contagious disenses whntever
existed in the form of an epidemic, to the
Normmnnia, This was presented to me for
authentication which, of course, I refused.

My only means of knowing whether or not
there is disease In the portis through this
certificate from the Senato, to which bedy
the mediecul officer of the port makes his re-
ports. Bevernl other foreign consuls have
vold me that they {saned clear bills of health
up to Angnst 22 The Portuguese consul
told me that ho gave tho first dirty bill on
the afternoon of the i, and the Mexican
consul zave his last clean bill to the Galicia,
of the Hamburg line, on the 22d. It {5 ol
cially declared that the first cnse of Asiatio
cholera occurred on August 18, the day alter
thie Moravia sailed.”
